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BANDITS ON OUR NETS 
GUEST EDITORIAL 

As might have been expected from our experiences during 
Hurricane David last year, HF emergency nets were the targets of 
malicious interference during ‘Big Al’. Further problems were 
caused by the many misguided ‘‘enforcers’’ whose efforts in most 
cases only served to create additional interference. 

The most important contribution which we as conscientious 
members of a service which has long prided itself ona self-policing 
as careful monitoring. 

A few minutes listening will provide some clues as to whether the 
interference is originating in the local area or is being received via 
skywave. Fading of the signal will bea good indication of the latter. 
If the signal strength remains fairly constant, then the interfering 
station may be in the vicinity. 

DFing on the ground wave signals in the HF range requires 
nothing more than a short dipole antenna. (A ten-meter one will 
work pretty well on15 and 20, too.) Nulls off the ends of the dipole 
will be fairly sharp. If you can get a good sharp null on the signal, 
then it’s almost certain to be local. Check with at least one other 
ham in your vicinity — and then call the nearest FCC monitoring 
station and give them the information. 

The only wav we can reduce the threats posed by these bandits is 
to fight them with every legitimate weapon at our disposal. QST 
will probably be carrying some information on methods of finding 
the location of an offending station in the near future. The only way 
we can clean up our spectrum assignments is to do everything we 
possibly can to help the FCC locate and apprehend the offenders. 
It’s up tous! (N4KF, Listening Post).

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A CHEAP AND EASY DUMMY LOAD 
By Larry Loper, AAM40S 

Are you one of those Mars members who, checking into the Mars 
net late, tune up your transmitter right on frequency while a 
message is being passed, causing fills to be requested? If so, won’t 
you please build this cheap and easy dummy load to use while 
tuning up on frequency? 

Get yourself 10 each 470 ohm 2 watt carbon resistors, and two 
pieces of double or single plated circuit board 3 x 3 inches. Drill 10 
holes in a circle in the circuit boards and a hole in the center for 
attaching to the center conductor of a SO-239 antenna connector 
and on the ground side solder 4 copper braids to the bottom circuit 
board. Insert the resistors and solder them in place. This will make 
a 20 watt 45 to55 ohm dummy load. 

At this point don’t get upset that you only have a 20 watt dummy 
load and a 300 watt transmitter to load up. This 20 watt resistor will 
handle a 100 watts for 10 to 15 seconds, and if you get a paint can and 
clean it up, mount the dummy load in it and fill it to within about 1 
inch from the top with oil, it will handle 200 to 300 watts for about 
the same time. Transformer oil like the power. companies use is 
best, because it has high insulation level plus carries heat well. If 
you can not get transformer oil you can use automotive motor oil, 
preferhly 30 or 40 weight. 

Note that many of today’s transmitters and transeivers have a 
control for peaking the transmitter to the portion of the band you 
are using, this control can be tuned off to one side which reduces the 
power being fed to the antenna or dummy load and you can tune the 
plate and load the antenna or dummy load before tuning this 
control to the frequency in use, which brings your power output up 
to full strength. 

Help us keep the carriers off the net frequency while the net is in 
operation. If you need to make a final adjustment when switching 
to your antenna you can check into the net before making that final 
adjustment and ask for permission from the ncs to tune for a few 
seconds. This way you do not disturb the net operation.

Amsat-Canada members are working on a combined 133-435 and 
1260-435 MHZ transponder along with the telemetry and tele- 
command systems, for flight as a SYNCART (Synchronous 
Amateur Radio Transponder) Amateur package aboard a com- 
mercial satellite mission A specific mission has nut yet been 
identified. 

The Japan Amsat Association (JAMSAT) began development of 
a 1260-435 MHZ “‘Mode M”’ transponder for eventual flight in either 
a SYNCART or later Phase III mission. A low power prototype is 
expected to be built followed by. a high-power version to follow 
about a year later. JAMSAT also arranged the commercial 
development of a special wideband if passband filter for the AM 
SAT-DL Phase IIIA flight transponder.
